The  reference  in  the  Commit 
lee's  Report  to  the  possible 
elimination  of  Valley  Road 
School  as  classroom  space  was 
a  direct  outcome  of  its  popu 
lation  analysis.  K  in  fulure 
years,  the  school  populatior 
declines,  as  indicated,  the 
Valley    Road    classroms    may 

ontually  not  be  needed  for 
leaching  space.

One  Man  Peace  Corps  To  Aid  Mexican  Village 


Robert  Kanaby.  36  Bank 
SLreet.  will  travel  to  a  small 
village  in  Mexico  in  August 
to  help  break  the  cycle  ol 
poverty  that  has  held  the 
lownspeoplc  in  its  grip  for 
centuries. 

Tcpalcapa,  located  just  25 
miles  nortli  ol  Mexico  City, 
has  a  population  of  around 
3.000,  all  ot  whom  glean  a 
bare  subsistence  [rojii  the 
impoverished  soil.  Industries 
neaifoy  offer  a  chance  to 
earn  a  better  living,  tout  ^wll 
not  hire  the  men  of  the  Mi- 
lage because  they  lock  a  sc<. 
ondarv  education.  At  Ica-i 
80%  of  Tepalcapas  aduix 
arc  ilULcrole. 

Until  recently,  there  h;i  . 
not  been  money  for  a  schou! 
in  the  village,  which  has  no 
paved  streets,  no  telephones, 
no  toilets  and  water  only  .nt 
central  spigots  which  are 
turned  on  twice  a  day  for 
45  minutes. 

The  man  who  hopes  to 
change  all  this  is  Padre  Cal- 
lejas.  a  Mexican  priest.  He 
has  helped  to  get  a  small 
school  built,  and  in  addition 
to  training  children  in  the 
traditional  subjects,  he  will 
attempt  to  teach  trades  so 
that  the  people  of  the  village 
may  be  employable. 

Some  instruction  has  been 
given  by  part  time  volun- 
teers: a  doctor  from  Mexico 
City  teaches  biology  two 
h&urs  a  week  and  university 
students  come  U>  teach  his- 
tory and  math  on  an  irregu- 
lar basis.  Now  through  a 
chance  encoimter  earlier  this 
year.  Mr.  Kanaby,  who  will 
receive  his  master's  degree 
in  special  education  next 
month,  will  teach  full-time  in 
the  town  for  a  year.

For    Woodrow    Wilsoo    Pool. 

Students  and  young  people 
who  often  used  the  reflecting 
pool  at  the  Woodrow  Wilson 
School  for  an  impromptu  bath 
wim  wiU  have  to  find  an- 
other place  to  wash.  A  new  set 
of  regulations  governing  the 
pool  and  plaza  will  take  effect 
Monday. 

The  pool,  was  to  be  draiJied 
this  Wednesday  to  be  cleaned, 
and  refilled  iMonday.  S^^'im- 
ming  and  wading  in  the  pool 
will  henceforth  be  prohibited 
and  a  general  policy  designed 
to  insure  the  safety  of  persons 
using  the  Woodrow  Wilso« 
School  plasa  will  go  into  ef- 
fect. 

This  regulation  is  essential 
for  health  and  safety,  Univer- 
sity officials  explained.  The 
pool  does  not  meet  esta.bUshed 
standards  for  wading  and 
swimming,  including  the  re- 
quirements of  chlorination.  as 
municipal  authorities  have 
made  clear. 

Also,  injuries  have  resulted 
in  the  past  from  broken  glass 
and  other  objects  on  the  floor 
of  the  pool  and  from  contacts 
with  tihe  fountain.  Thus,  it  has 
.become  necessary  to  keep  peo- 
ple out  of  the  pool  to  prevent 
injuries  and  illnesses  and  to 
meet  the  University's  legal  re- 
sponsibilites.
